Candidate Declares Repub- 
lican Praise of Attorney- 
General Is Untruthful. 





HAS FILED MANY SUITS 





Thus Gained Reputation as 
Trust Buster Without CGet- 
ting Convictions.

SEDALIA, Mo., Sept. 15.—- In his vo- 


luminous speech written for delivery at 
the Democratic State campaign opening 
at Liberty Park here at 2 o’clock this 
Afternoon, William. S. Cowherd, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor, attacks 
Attorney-General Hadley on a half 
dozen separate lines, calling him by 
name in each instance. 

Cowherd begins by declaring that ‘‘No 
plank in the Republican platform is 
more boastful and less truthful than 
that which recounts the performances 
of the present Attorney-General. 

“T feel sure that the bar of the State 
will agree with me,’ Cowherd continues, 
in saying that the Attorney-General’s 
office for the past four years has 
reached the maximum in newspaper ad- 
vertisement and the minimum in court 
achievement. A great roputation for 
trust busting has been made, not by win- 
ning, but by filing suits, Cowherd says. 
And of the number filed not one has 
reached a final jucgment. 

Two Records Contrusted, 

Cowherd contrasts the record of the 
last Democratic Attorne3-General; who, 
“put into the State Treasury $120,000 
in fines collected from trusts.””’ He next 
assaliis Hadley fcr helping to frame 
the plank which the Republicans with 
characteristic mendacity put into their 
piatform denouncing the recent primary 
election in Kansas City as fraudulent. 

Cowherd gays Hadley knows that the 
primary in Kensas City was fairly con- 
ducted and that Kanrags City and Jack- 
son County ‘‘Will answer this attempt 
ef one of her citizens to besmirch her 
good name with 500 majority against 
him in Nevember.”’ 

Cowherd finds additional opportunity 
for censuring the Republican candidate 
in the home rule plank of the Repub- 
lican platform. He says: “I charge here 
and now that the home rule plank in 
the Republican platicrm was put there 
for a specific purpose, which was to 
counteract the promise made in the next 
line of the platform, that the saioons 
should be closed on Sunday. 

“TIT had supposed that the policies of 
both parties in relailon te the. liquoi 
traffic had been settled by the previous 
deciaration of the cendidates.”’ 

Deliberaic Deubie Dealleg. 

Cowherd denounces this feature of the 
Republican platform as a deliberate 
plece of double dealing, Geclarirg in one 
line fer a strict enforcement of the 
liquor laws in St. Louis, he seys, and in 
the next line it recommends a system bv 
which the liquor interests can combine 
with either political party and elest po- 
lice and excise commissioners whom the 
Governor would be,apractically powerless 
to compel to enforce the dramshop laws. 

In one line the platform promises the 


icountry to cloge the saloons, Cowherd 


says, and in another it tells the city 
they may keep open. 

“I demand of Mr. Hadley,’ Cowherd 
goes on, “that he either repudiate his 
home-rule plank or admit to the people 
that he does not intend to enforce the 
laws.”’ 

Cowherd refers to a public letter of 
Hadley at the beginning of the cam- 
paign in which the Attorney-General 
declared himself for law enforcement 
and then asks, “Is it possible that Mr. 
Hadley's sentiments have since changed 
or his views have been modified to meet 
those of Otto Stifel, th® prominent St. 
Louis brewer, or Charles Nagel, attor- 
ney for the biggest brewery in the world

It required only 10-minutes for two 
promoters to olitain a franchise estl- 
meted to be worth at jeast $1,009,000 in 
St. Louls County. 

A biil that hau been slumbering since 
April was abruptly taken from a 
pizeon hole and acted on over the pro- 
test of one of the juages as. expedi- 
tious!'y as if it had been an order to 
build a $100 cuivert on a county roa. 

Citizens who had signeG a formal re- 
monstrance against allowing the King 
Flectric Co. a “blanket” franchise to do 
business anywhere in St. Louis Cou'ily 
with nc testrictions on the amoun: to 
be charged for service: were not grant- 
ed a hearing before that privilege was 
granted Monday. 

The King concern, which had been 
supplying electricity for lighting pur- 
poses in Central Township and in a 
strip along the city limits in the north- 
ern part of the county, filed a petition 
April 11 for a franchise covering the en- 
tire county. It was formally received 
by the court and filed for record April 13. 

On May 2 the Court received a peti- 
tion signed by 114 citizens of St. Louis 
County remonstrating against any fur- 
ther lighting franchises unless they pro- 
vided the maximum rate of 10 cents a 
kilowatt hour, the rate which obtained, 
according to the petition, “‘before com- 
petition was abolished by the buying up 
of the King company by the present 
owners.”’ 

Franchise Rushed Through. 

No more was heard of the franchise 
until Monday, when A. C. Einstein pres- 
ident of the St. Louis County Gas Co., 
and Paul D. Cable, vice-president of the 
same concern, appeared in court and 
asked that the King company’s petition 
be brought out for inspection. Einstein 
said later that he was the “owner” of 
the ing company. 

Judges August Kassebaum, E. W, Ran- 
nells and John Wiethaupt were on the 
bench. When the petition was produced 
Judge Rannells moved that it be censid- 
ered immediately, and Judge Kassebaum 
seconded the motion. Judge Wiethaupt 
demanded a roll call. Judge Rannelis 
and Kassebaum veted “aye,” Judge 
Wiethaupt voting in the. negative. A

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15.—Soon af- 
ter his arrival from Baltimore today, 
William J. Bryan filed his reply to the 
William H. Taft's interview of yester- 
day, in which Mr. Taft reviewed the 
various Bryan policies. — . 

Mr. Bryan bitterly assailed Mr. Taft, 
accusing him of evasion and misrepre- 
sentation and calling on him to ex- 
plain his record as Governor-General 
of the Philippines in connection wth 
the perpetual franchises granted in the 
islands. 

“Mr. Taft is dodging,” said Mr. Bry- 
an, after reading the Taft statement, 
“instead of defining his position on pub- 
lic questions, he is inquiring about my 
record. He accuses me of being change- 
able and of abandoning issues. 

“Let me refer to the questions which 
I have been discussing. I began with 
the tariff questions 28 years ago and 
have been a tariff reformer all thees 
years. Mr. Taft is just beginning to 
see the necessity of reform. 

Bryan Defends Record. 

“TIT began advocating the direct elec- 
tion of senators as early as 1890 and 
1 have been advocating it ever since. 
In his notification speech he announces 
that he is personally inclined .to this. 
This, so far as I know, is his first ut- 
terance in favor of this reform, ‘and 
he makes it 18 years after I began work 
for it. 

“I helped to draw the income tax law 
of 1894 and I huve been an advocate’ of 
the principle ever since. He now ad- 
mits that the principle is sound. Thus 
he comes to my position after 14 years 
of waiting. 

“I said in 1898 that the Filipinos ought 
to have their Independence. I have ever 
since insisted upon ultimate independ- 
ence cof the Filipinos and of an immedi- 
ate deciaration of the Government's in- 
tention. Mr. Taft has this year admit- 
ted tnt the peop!e must ultimately 
have independence, although he post- 
pones the day of it fur at least two gen- 
erations. ; 

“I have also Jiscvssed the Philippine 
question in this campaign and called 
attention to the fact that Mr. Taft 
made a mistake cf $114.000,000 in his es- 
timate of the cost of imperialism. In 
his notificrtion speech he put the cost 
at $6,000,000 a yeur, Whereas the _ iIn- 
creased army a.id navy alone amouncs 
to more. than $126,00¢,000, — 

“On the rafiroad question he has ex- 
pressed himself as strongly as I have. 
Ile has said, and the President has also 
siid, that government ownership wil 
follow if the ra‘iroads prevent regu! :- 
tion, I have sai! the same thing. 

Agatust Government Ownership. 

“I do not desiré Government owner- 
ship. I hcpe that the railroads will per- 
mit regulaticn. Our position only dif- 
fers in that he has more faith than I 
have in the willingness of the railroads

But, It Is Argued, Realism 
Comes Before Ideal- 
ism/in Art. 





The realistic painting of a nude wom- 
an, seated by a small off stove, which 
is reproduced in the new handbook of 
the St. Louis School of Fine Arts, was 
characterized by two St. Louis clergy- 
men and an educator who viewed it 
Tuesday as not suited for a publica- 
tion which children should see. 

Artists who defended the printing of 
the picture, on the ground that the 
handbook was not intended for the gen- 
eral public, admitted the unattractive | 
realism of the picture, and Prof. Ives, 
director of the school, deplored the 
necessity of using inferior models, as 
had, he said, been done in this case. 
The painting is the work of Oscar 
Thalmann, a former pupil of the art 
school, who is now studying abroad. 
He was awarded a prize for the paint- 
ing, which is entitled “Study In Oil 
From Life.”’ 

The woman portrayed is seated on a 
chair in an ordinary attitude, except 
for the absence of clothing or drapery, 
and thete is no attempt at idealization 
in the picture, ‘which is as faithful as 
a photograph could be.

The former question should con- 
eern us, but as to men and women 
studying the nude in art schools—why. 
that’s part of their work. And repro- 
ducing these pictures in the arf school 
catalogue is entirely appropriate, I think. 
They show the work done in the school.’ 

Keep It From Children. 

Ben Blewett, Superintendent of Public 
Schools, sald: 

“TI don’t think this ought to go into the 
hands of children. But in a school cata- 
logue, sent to prospective students of 
the school, I see no objection to it, or to 
any of the pictures which illustrate the 
work done by the art students at the 
school.’’ 


Ives for Realiszm, 
Halsey C. “Ives, director of the St. 


Louis Schoo! of Fine Arts, said of the 
picture: 

“If the realism of the work is what 
is complained of, I must admit that it 
possesses realism. Reulism must come be- 
fore idealism. 

“Mr. Oscar Thallinger, the young art 
student who painted this picture, made 
it as the result of 20 careful sketches of 
the same, figure. The picture represents 
his progress as 2 student, rather than 
any ideal. It would not be called a 
beautiful picture. It is a true one, and 
at his stage of study, it was necessary 
that he learn truth and exactness in 
portrayal. The idealism comes later.

Test Agreed Upon to Determine 
Efficacy of Field Guns on 
Airships. 

By Wire From the Weehinaten Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Artillery- 
men at Fort Myer may take a shot at 


Orville Wright and his aeroplane to- 
day while a flight is being made. If 
they shoot, it will be with blank cart- 
ridges. 

While it may seem perilous to shoot 
at the aeroplane with a _,blank, the 
object to be attained will be worth 
while: The fact is that no artillery- 
man has had a chance to see what he 
can do toward coping with the new 
factor in warfare. Wright today told 
artillery officers that he is willing to 
have a blank fired at him if the per- 
formance will enable thent~to get an 
idea of how to deal with an enemy on 





The idea is to post a gun a half mile 
from the track of flight, and train it 
on the object flying through the air 
at express train speed. If they can 
load, train and fire the gun before the 
aeroplane gets out of reach, the gun 
sharps will have less nervousness 
about aeroplanes than they have now. 

If Wright passes out of range be- 
fore the gunners can fire, they intend 
setting about the invention of a con- 
trivance that will enable them to rid- 
dle any heavier-than-air machine com- 
ing within half a mile of an ordinary 
fieid gun,

The River des Peres will have to be- 
have itself if the suggestion made by 
Sewer Commissioner Harry R. Fard- 
well meets the approva] of the State 
Legislature. and St. Louis County. 

In his. department’s annual report, 
Fardwell recommends that the City of 
St. Louis, by aet. of Legislature, estab- 
lish a drainage district in St. Louis 
County, the supervision and main- 
rterrance: to be divided between the city 
and county through a, joint board. 

This district, as already surveyed, 
would comprise 54,177 acres. Its estab- 
lishment would mean the reconstruc- 
tion of various county waterways, in- 
cluding: the Des Peres, which is in bad 
odor with the populace now. 

The boundaries proposed for the drain- 
age district are the Dallas road, the 
Rock. road, the Olive Street road, the 
Lackland road, the Suburban tracks and 
the city limits. The. western boundary 
would Hie within: about three miles of 
Creve Coeur Lake.

Mr. Bryan’s comments on Mr. Roosevelt's let- 
ter bepraising the Republican candidate are to 
the point: : 

“Mr. Taft must make his own position known,” 
says Mr. Bryan. “He cannot rely upon the Pres- 
ident’s indorsement. An indorsement of a note 
is not necessary if the maker of the note is good, 
and the indorsement is only good when suit can 
be brought against the indorser to enforce it. 
If Mr. Taft had a reform record of his own he 
would not need to be indorsed by the President, 
and the President’s indorsement is of no value 
unless the President will agree to stay in Wasb- 
ington and see that Mr. Taft makes good.” 

This is the retort courteous; a fine example of 
effective repartee. 

Everybody knows that Mr. Taft is an excel- 
lent man. He is an amiable gentleman, a faithful 
public servant, a good lawyer and a capable ad- 
ministrator. 

But, since he has emerged from political non- 
age, the important question is, not what Mr. 
Roosevelt promises for him, but what he himself 
undertakes to do. He is of age; let him speak 
for himself. : 

So far Mr. Taft’s utterances have been cloudy 
and halting. He has enlarged the platform in 
some respects and restrained it in others. But 
Senator Hopkins declares that party faith and 
purpose are to be found in the platform, not in 
the sayings of the candidate. 

What of the sayings of Mr. Roosevelt? Do they 
bind the party and candidate without regard to 
the platform? Mr. Taft’s bewilderment must be 
painful. He knows what the platform promises 
for him; he knows what Mr. Roosevelt promises 
for him. What promises does he make for him- 
self? 

And what security can he give that his party 
will permit him to set_up for himself? In the 
light of Mr. Roosevelt’s cool assumption of guard- 
ianship is it not fair to ask Mr. Taft who is going 
to be President after the 4th of March if the Re- 
publicans are successful in November? 

Wooing by deputy is a poor fashion of court- 
ing, as Capt. Miles Standish learned to his :sor- 
row.
